leaſt, were it poſſible to ſuppoſe, that the firſt Profeſſors had broke 
thro? all the Rules of Modeſty and Decency to their Electors and 
Truſtees 3 to be ſure, as there happen'd many new Elections in this 
Spage of forty Years, the Truſtees would never have been ſo wanting 
to themſelves, as not to aſſert their Right of Direction, and to oblige 


all Perſons newly elected, to behave themſelves with more reſpect to

Auguſt 1699, a grand Committee for Greſham Af- 
fairs was ſummon'd to meet, and the Profeſſors directed to give their 
Attendance : When the Profeſſors came, the Committee acquainted 
them, that Sir Thomas Greſham's Gift had greatly run them into 
Debt; that the Expence of re-building the Exchange, (to do which

ſo great, and the Income of the Exchange ſo ſmall, the Trade thereof 
being greatly fallen of, that the preſent Profits of the Exchange were 


leſs than the Intereſt of the Money borrow'd to rebnild it, whereby 
there was no Revenue left to maintain and ſupport the Uſes of Sir 
Thomas Greſbam's Will; wherefore they were not in any Condition to 
pay the Profeſſors Salaries any longer, nor any more could be at any 
Expence in repairing the College, rho! they had ever, before that, 
kept in conſtant Repair both the publick Rooms of the College, and the 
private Apartments of the ſeveral Profeſſors. The Profeſſors uſed all 
poſſible Endeavours in the moſt reſpectful Manner, to prevail with the 
Truſtees to recede from theſe Reſolutions, but without Succeſs, till the 
following Year they were forc'd to apply to Council, to adviſe them 
what proper Courſe to take to obtain Redreſs: The Council they ap-

It had been obſerved, that Dr. Barrom was Fellow of Trinity College in 
Cambridge, all the while he was Geometry Profeſſor in Greſham College; 
yer he never underſtood the Words, there to inhabit, to mean ſuch a Re- 
_ fidence as was inconſiſtent with his living the greater Part of the 
Year in College; nor the Words reading daily, in the Founders Will, to 
mein'otherwiſe than in Term time. Had. he believed the Will to have 
directed reading every Day in the Year, and refiding conſtantly, ſuch 
was his Piety and Integrity, that he would not for the Value of the 
whole World have received the Founders Benefaction, and liv'd in a con- 
rinued Breach of his Will and Intention. How far he would have been 
from acting thus, may be learned from what he himſelf fays in his 
Diſcourſe of Induſtry in theſe Words.
